This issue of REMARCS is coming out a little later than usual 
and | apologize for that. | recently returned from another mini 
suitcase DXpedition to the Bahamas. This trip included 
myself, Al Maslin N3EA and Steve Masur K9SDM. 


We left from Ft. Lauderdale, FL via high-speed ferry to 
Freeport, Bahamas very early on Friday, January 17, 2014. 
We use the ferry rather than flying because the ferry lets you 
take more baggage without having to check them or paying 
extra. Three hours later we arrived at the Freeport terminal. 
Freeport is only about 90 miles due east of my winter home in 
Boynton Beach, Florida but it is a world apart. For example, 
they drive on the wrong side of the road. But according to 
them, it isn’t the wrong side; it’s the left side. There are few 
permanent resident hams on the islands so the Bahamas is 
still a somewhat rare DX entity. 


This trip was different from the trip Al and | took there in 2012. 
This time we planned to participate in a contest. Neither of us 
is a big contester and we can only use what we can fit into 2 
small suitcases and a computer bag each (including clothes). 
Luckily, the location we stayed in has antennas already 
erected. All the antennas are inverted ‘V’ wire antennas but 
the apex on each one is quite high. The 80m antenna’s 
center is at 100 feet, the 40m antenna (also used for 15m) at 


80 feet, the 20m antenna at 70 feet and the 10m antenna at 
60 feet. The saltwater nearby also helps a lot.

We chose a contest that doesn’t go on for days or allows high 
power. We chose the North American QSO Party — SSB. 
That contest only lasts 12 hours and all stations must use 100 
watts or less. We used two rigs operating on different bands 
so we were entered into the Multi-Two Category. We did 
quite well racking up over 1600 contacts and over 300,000 
points. For the contest, we used the callsign C6AEA on both 
stations. That’s Al’s Bahamian callsign so for the contest 
exchange we used his name on both stations. According to 
the rules, both stations must use the same callsign and name. 
It was very awkward for me to say my name was Al — Alpha- 
Lima. | was dying to say, “Really my name is Steve but...”. 
According to the latest 3830scores.com unofficial listing of 
scores we are currently in fourth place. 


After the contest we went back to casual operating with our 
own individual callsigns. Mine is C6AAJ. | had a blast 
working the pileups. Things usually started out slowly, but 
after a few minutes and after | was spotted on the DX clusters, 
huge pileups followed.

This trip was only four days long; same as back in 2012. The 
weather was cool for the Bahamas with high temperatures in 
the upper 60s. The Islands of the Bahamas are gorgeous and 
the people are very friendly. | highly recommend going there 
whether for hamming or not. Our home was within a few 
minutes’ walk from Taino Beach.

We returned to the US on Tuesday, January 21, 2014 and 
back to reality. Strange, but back here no one wants to talk to 
me on the air when | sign as KS3K. We all had a blast. If you 
ever get the chance to operate from a foreign location, take it. 
Operating from “the other side” is a wonderful experience that 
you won't soon forget.

If you chase DX and DX QSL cards, have you ever wondered 
what to do with the cancelled postage stamps you receive on 
foreign QSL card envelopes? Consider sending them to 
Stamps For The Wounded. 


Sponsored by The Lions International Stamp Club and now in 
its 72nd year of operation, Stamps For The Wounded accepts 
donations of US and foreign stamps and stamp collecting 
supplies and tools. This program helps thousands of patients 
through clubs and occupational therapy programs in veterans’ 
hospitals and convalescent centers nationwide. 


Stamps for the Wounded accepts any U.S. or foreign stamps 
that are not torn or damaged. They request you leave at least 
a quarter-inch margin around the stamp and don’t try to peel 
or steam the stamp off. Collect enough to fill a large envelope 
or box and ask the Post Office clerk to put stamps on the 
shipment. 


Stamps for the Wounded was founded in 1942 by Ernie Kehr, 
collector and author, at the request of a friend from a Staten 
Island, N.Y., veterans’ hospital, for a therapeutic activity for 
the veterans. Kehr responded, even taking stamps from his 
collections as a start, and enlisted the support of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, a collector since childhood.
